I. Birenbaum and his brother Louis, the 
barber, are locked up at the Carr street 
‘Station pending the investigation of the 
fire and explosion that wrecked Dr. Biren- 
baum’s office at 822 Wash street Wednes- 

Burton was arrested in bed at home 
Thursday morning by Officers Powers and 
Hart. He was badly burned about the 
face, neck, hands and legs. He was taken 
to the City Hospital. 

He confessed having set fire to the of- 
fice of Dr. Birenbaum, saying that he had 

asked to do so by Louis Birenbaum, 
ee Nae se who told him that there would 
be money {n it for him. 

Burton works in Stillman’s barber shop 
at 909 North Eleventh street. He left 
there W esday a short time before the 
explosion in the Wash street office. He did 
‘not return Thursday morning, but sent 
down word that he was ill.

came to him about 1 o'clock Wednesday at 
Stiliman’s barber shop and asked him to 
go Gown to the office at 22 Wash street and 
scrub it that afternoon. He went and was 
met at the office, he said, by Louis Biren- 
um, the doctor’s brother.

But so fierce had 
the flames become in that brief space that 
the sides of the hose reel were blistered 
from the heat as the conveyance sped. along 
Twenty-first from Washington’ avenue to 
St. Charles. The firemen were compelled to 
cover their faces with their rubber coats to 
keep from being scorched. ) 

When they began to fight the flames 
from Twenty-first and St. Charies street, an 
extra stream of water was played on the 
pipemen who were holding the No. 32s 
stream into the burning building. The heat 
became so intense during the first 15 min- 
utes that this auxiliary line of hose was 
burned through in one place. }For their 
own protection the flremen were forced to 
take the stream ‘off the burning building 
and throw it up in the air in such a way 
that the water would drip on themselves. 
They continued this system until another 
stream was played on them. 


Fireman Gumels 
Slightly Injured. 

Later in the progress of the fire, Frank 

Gumels, assistant foreman of engine com- 
pany No. 14, wes injured by the slipping of 
the nozzle of a line of hose. Three or four 
firemen were holding it, but’ in turning 
about it.slid from their grasp and crushed 
Gumels’ toe and hurt his foot. A piece of 
plastering struck J. Layen of engine com- 
pany No. 24 while he was dodging a falling 
vail. but he was only slightly hurt. 
A negro, whose name ifs said to be Rufus 
Jackson, was asleep in alley-like St. Charles 
street with a large rock for a pillow, just 
back of the Sickles building when the. fire 
broke out. 

The firemen say they kicked him when 
they arrived and tried to make him realize 
the danger of his — but they declare 
that he told them he was tired and wanted 
to keep on sleeping and rolled over and 
continued to slumber. .He was finally 
dragged to a place of safety. 

Another negro, employed by Louis Cella, 
was asleep in his room over the. saloon. 
When he saw the blaze he threw his bed 
into the street and then jumped into it

BUTLER AND WALSH SUE THE 
SPRINKLING COMPANY. 


THEY HOLD MITCHELL'S CLAIM. 


According to Them, Latter Was to 
Have 12 1-2 Shares, but Company 
Refused to Issue Them. 


Edward Butler, Jr., and Henry M. Walsh 
filed suit Thursday against Thomas M. 
Murphy, Fred Murphy, William Ratican 
and the Hydro-Pneumatic Sprinkler and 
Manufacturing Co. demanding possession of 
12% shares of the stock of the defendant 
company. 

They also ask an heiieeanidintn: preventing 
the defendants from disposing of the stock 
pending the trial of the case on its merits. 
Judge Talty issued an order to the de- 
fendants to shrow cause Tuesday morning 
why the injunction asked should not be 
granted. 

The plaintiffs allege that they have 
bought the claim of F. C. Mitchell to 12% 
snares of the stock, Mitchell, according to 
the petition, was employed by Thomas M. 
Murphy to organize the company to ex- 
plicit his invention for using compressed air 
to give pressure tu the stream from a 
street sprinkler and cleaner. 

Mitchell, it is gaid, interested William 
Ratican in the scheme, and Ratican, with 
Fred Murphy, Thomas M. Murphy, the in- 
ventor, and Mitchell, the promoter, organ- 
ized the company. 

A contract, it is alleged, was drawn up 
qgcer as to which Mitchell was to receive 
12% shares of the stock. 

A few days later, according to the peti- 
tion, he lost his copy of the contract and 
the next day the company was formed 
leaving him out. 

He demanded his share in the stock, it is 
alleged, but his demand was refused. 
The company was formed on May 25, 1900. 
On May 1901, Mitchel! sold his claim 
to Walsh, and, on June 19, Walsh sold a 
half interest in the claim to Butler.
